MILITARY MOVEMENTS TN UKfi- 
MANY AND R USUI A. 

In modem tiroes it may be said the 
most careful preparations for war made 
by any two nations have come to be the 
most hopeful signs of peace between them 
and movements of troops and reconstruc- 
tion of fortresses on one side of a frontier 
arc often of httlu consequence, provided 
they are promptly counterbalanced by 
similar operations on the other. The 
danger lies in the efforts made beiiii*. un- 
equal, and more going forward on mie 
*ide than the other. War, whether a 
regards field operations, fortifications o 
material has become so very scientific and 
mechanical that an army or fleet can only 
be kept at a proper standard of efficiency 
by a constant revision of ita discipline, 
tactics and fighting apparatus, which are 
constantly being superauuateu by newer 
systems and inventions. The real war is 
carried on in the laboratory and machine 
shops, and victory herself has almost 
come to regard the meeting "t armies us 
a sui t of industrial exhibition, and she 
awards the prize medal Lo the most per- 
fectjicience and the best machinery. The 
nations of Europe, with the exception id 
England and France, are ptmv ellougll.aild 
it would be difficult to see what they had 
to gain by war; we must, therefore, at- 
tribute the constant rumors we hear to 
jealousies, caused by an over anxiety id 
some member of the happy family to get 
nhead of the others in case of eventual! 
ties. This has probably been I he case 
with Germany and Russia all along. Due 
believes a certain part of its frontier re- 
Mllires a peculiar strategotie treatment in- 
volving morn troops or reconstruction id 
fortresses; the change may be small, scarce 
eely worth noticing, but the neighbm • •» i 
the other side observes it anil conclude! 
that the fence on Ins side wants 
fixing and goes to work, and a" one 
movement follows another all along the 
lino, and if both parties only keep at it, 
the immediate chances of war become 
smaller and smaller for new fortresses, 
reorganization id' armies and continual 
movements of troops cost money, and 
there is so much less in light with A 
caBe of this kind is probably ynmg i>u 
along the 1! usso ( iurmitii and Kussn-Aus- 
trian frontiers. Some weeks ago the tier- 
man war office ordered t roups to the east- 
urn frontier, the establishment ol three 
new garrisons with the add it inn of cavah y 
to a fourth, besides reinforcing suine 
others, and this kind uf thiny is sute.l tu 
have been going mi for some years |m»i, 
and the Russians huve been ivaiclnug n 
But all the nations uf l£uiope have been 
remodelling their armies since the suc- 
cesses of Germany, and some uf them 
could ill afford it. Kronen lias been 
upending immense sums on fortifications, 
Austria-Hungary has been drawing up 
plans for frontier defence she has never 
been able to carry out, and Russia has 
now only commenced the work on her 
own part. There is nothing immediately 
alarming then in thesi preparations by 
Germany and Russia, but there is this 
significant fact, that the initiative appears 
to be taken by Germany, and this may 
arisen instinctively from the feeling 
nn the consolidation of the German 
piro, she became the natural bid 
against Russian agression in Europe. Rus 
sia on her side seems disposed to counter- 
mine these efforts; she has thrown a huge 
portion of her cavalry newly organized as 
mounted riflemen on the German and 
Austrian frontiers, and no other Euro- 
pean army has a similar organization, at 
least on a large scale. In support of thu 
cavalry there are said to he eight army 
corps, and this massing of troops has been 
going on since the closing of the campaign 
with Turkey, The railway Bystem of 
Germany is perfect and she can easily 
mass troops at any point, while Russia 
can only accomplish this by painful 
etl'orts. Two lines of Russian fortifies 
lions are also being erected ; the second 
_'00 miles behind the first, and Warsaw 
is being newly fortified as well as various 
other places. On the German and Ans 
Irian side the frontier, the number of 
troops is supposed to be about the same; 
but they are differently disposed, and the 
Russians are superior in cavalry, though 
three new cavalry divisions are proposed 
by Germany. When this is done the 
German forces in the eastern bordt-r pro- 
vinces will yet be probably inferior to 
those of Russia; but the speed with 
which Germany can mobilize its army and 
transport troops to any given point by 
rail, gives it a great advantage over Rus- 
sia, and the railways are all in thu hands 
of the government which is constantly 
building new branches along the frontier. 
But Poland penetrates into Russia con- 
siderably and such precautious are neces- 
sary, and even the great fortress at 
Konigaberg, Thocnposeu and other places, 
lor the old Prussian government used to 
say, it was best to prepare for war in the 
midst of peace. Austria Hungary's 
preparations are on a smaller scale, both 
in troops and fortifications. Its means 
are small; it commenced to reorganize its 
army after the great disastrous defeat of 
Sadowa and has only just completed it, 
and further plans for the defence of the 
frontier have never been carried out, for 
want of means. Its army could be mobil- 
ized more quickly than that of Russia; 
it has a bettor frontier railway system, 
and thu Austriana could pour men into 
the eastern provinces very fast, but if 
they really believed that, a conflict with 
Russia was near, Austria would have to 
see to its eastern fortresses, which ii has 
hitherto neglected, and this fact alone 
would appear to neutralize any idea of 
hostilities for some time to come.

"Justlcos' Law at Haas."

CALIFORNIA. 

Arrival of a Yollow Fover Stoamor at 
San Francisco. 

San Fkam isi o, Sept. '_".). —The steam- 
er New-hern, which arrived here this 
morning from G 11 ay mas and Mazatlan, 
brought five cases of malignant yellow 
fever, including the second officer, who 
waa lying at the point of death, and who 
died shortly after. The vessel was im- 
mediately placed in quarantine. The 
steamer has since signalled that another 
victim has died, and still another is ex 
period lo die at any mmnont. 

The fact of tho steamer having touched 
at Ouayinas, made her arrival a matter of 
anxiety to the quarantine officials. Im- 
mediately after she came ill the head 
Ouaraiitine Officer McAllister boarded 
her, ami asked t he captain if he had any 
sickness on board. The captain reported 
lie had live persons down with what had 
the appearance of ydlow fever, as some 
laid mi tiered from black vomit, among 
whom was second officer Graham. An 
inspection proved I he disease to be yollow 
lever, and the vessel was quarantined, 
and orders were issued prohibiting all 
Communication from those on the steam 
cr with the shore. The captain, in an- 
swer to the inquiries of Dr. McAllister, 
stated that when sho left (iusytlias there 
was no appearance of the disease on 
board; that il developed after his leaving 
shut port, but that when the black vomit 
made its appearance among tho sick he 
fell satisfied it was yeliow fever. Dr. 
McAllister reports that in company with 
Dr Parry he visited the ship, and in the 
case of the second officer found a vomit 
of coagulated blood, containing a ipian 
lily of albumen, which were the condi- 
tions attending yellow fever. He bad the 
patients placed in separate compartments 
and bad the vessel fumigated, at the same 
lime ordt-ring that the steamer bo ro- 
moved further up the bay, where ferry 
boats and other passing vessels are not 
likely to come into near contact.

OREGON. 
MuMlNNVILLE, Sept. .'10. —The jury in 
tho Smith trial brought 111 a verdict of 
guilty at 8 .'10 last evening. Smith was re- 
manded to jail ami at II o'clock , and look 
from fifteen to thirty grains of morphine, 
which he had concealed in tho lappol of 
his coat. His fellow prisoner, Rogers, re- 
fused to inform the jailor until he thought 
him dead. At one o'clock this morning 
Dra. Litllefield and Culbreath were call- 
ed, but it was too late. He expired at 
eight o'clock this morning. 

EUROPE. 
Vienna, Sept. 28 The Freudenblatt 
gives currency to the report that Prince 
Alexander of Bulgaria left Sophia yester- 
day incognito for Vienna. If this proves 
to be correct, the reason for Alexander 
thus leaving his capital is probably in or- 
der to consult with Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, and may be considered connected 
with the reported protest of Russia to the 
powers regarding recent events in Bul- 
garia. 

Paris, Sept. 28 As a counter demon- 
stration to the unveiling of the statue of 
or mania on the Rhine, by the Germans, 
crowds of persons assembled tins after- 
noon around the statue of Strahsburg, in 
place de la Coneourde and indulged in pa- 
triotic cries. The demonstration passed 
off without any disorder. 

0.MAOU, Sept. 20 — Three thousand Or 
angomen paraded the streets of this town 
to-day and held a meeting, at which they 
passed a resolution denouncing the Irish 
national league as a body of treasonable 
conspirators against the government . The 
resolution also condemns the inaction of 
tho government towards the league and 
announces the determination of the Or- 
angemen to oppose the design of noisy 
agitators, w ho are trying to excite discon- 
tent and outrage for selfish purposes, 

London, Sept. 2.8 — O'Donnell was in 
court to day under a strong guard. Tho 
court-room was crowded. Among those 
present were J. C. Median, AL P. for 
Wicklow, and Arthur O'Connor, M. P. for 
Queen's County. Sullivan, counsel for 
O'Donnell, oross examined .las. Parish, 
servant on I lie st earner Melrose, and Thus. 
Jones, boatswain, but elicited from them 
nothing new. When the latter repeated 
O'Donnell's expression to Airs, Carey, "I 
did not do it," tho prisoner, who main- 
tained a cool demeanor throughout the 
examination, smiled as if the expression 
amused him. Parish testified that he saw 
no evidencu of passion on the part, of 
O'Donnell during the shouting. Both Par- 
ish and boatswain Jones testified that 
they saw no struggle between O'Donnell 
and Carey. 

A son of Carey, cross-examined, slated 
that O'Donnell was sitting when he lired 
the first shot at his father, and that his 
father diil not grapple with O'Donnell. 
He admitted that ho might have testified, 
when under examination at Cape Town, 
that O'Donnell said to Mrs. Carey, "I 
had to do it," or. "I did do it." Witness 
maintained, however, thai Inn statement 



on Tuesday was correct, namely, that 
O'Donnell used the words, "I waa sent to 
do it," until he was closely pressed by his 
cross-examiner, when he said ho was not 
quite clear what wore the worda really 
used by O'Donnell. 

Mrs. Carey, widow of the murdered in- 
former, was called. She appeared in deep 
mourning anil excited the special interest 
of the spectators, and several murmurs of 
sympathy were heard. In giving her 
testimony she recounted incidents of the 
voyage, corroborating other witnesses in 
regard to the circumstances of the mur- 
der, except that she swore that after her 
husband was shot she said to O'Donnell, 
' You shot my husband." O'Donnell re 
plied, she said, "Don't blame me; I was 
sent tu do it, ' whereupon a woman who 
was with him said, "Don't mind, O'Don- 
neil, you are no informer." Cross exam 
inatiou of Mrs. Carey by Sullivan failed 
to shako her testimony . She denied that 
she had talked to her son about his evi- 
dence. 

Magistrate Flowers asked O'Donnell if 
he had anything to any in answer to the 
charge of murdering Carey. He replied, 
"Not at present." Prisoner was then or- 
dered to stand committed for trial at the 
next session of the criminal court. 

Paris, Sept. 29— King Alfonso alight- 
ed at the Spanish embassy and afterwards 
visited President Grevy al the palace of 
Elysee. On returning to the embassy the 
king was again hooted and assailed with 
insulting cries. The hostile demonstra- 
tion is attributed ill official circles to Car- 
lists and other foreigners. A number of 
arrests were made during the king's pro- 
gress to the embassy. 

Rome, Sept. 28— -The election of u suc- 
cess u- to the general of the Order of 
Jesuits has terminated in a successor 
whose name is kept secret. He w as pre- 
sented to the pope Saturday, and the 
selection made after a warm cunt est.
